Since arriving in Dixon, several 


old books have given me an intro- 
duction to another famous Dixon 
resident, Noah Brooks. 


Perhaps it's professional kin- 


ship, but Brooks is one of the 
most interesting figures of all. 
He failed as a fanner, a mer- 
chant and a commercial painter. 
Later he worked for the Tele- 
graph in the 1850s. In 1839. he" 
was caught up in the gold rush 
and recruited four other men to 
join him in a hunt .for riches at 
Pike's Peak.

The Dixon men apparently were 


cured of the "gold fever" for they 
continued west to California, where 
Brooks bought an interest in a 
newspaper. 


I.ater, he went on to fame a* 


a journalist and author, report- 
Ing the Civil war from Washing- 
ton and writing a biography of 
Lincoln and a volume on Wash- 
ington during the struggle. 
In 1865, he was Lincoln's choice

PANMUNJOM. Korea, Fri- 


day (/P)—Persistent reports 
that a Korean truce might be 
signed within 72 hours gained 
strength today from a North 
Korean broadcast h i n t i n g 
broadly that the armistice 
document was complete and 
that the Reds were ready to 
approve it formally. 


While the reports of an immi- 


nent signing lacked official confir- 
mation from either side, the Red 
rndio at Pyongyang, in a notably 
cheerful tone of voice, said that 
"UK long as the United States docs 
not deliberately interfere with th.s 
truce effort, there is no mistake 
about the establishment of an ar- 
mistice in Korea." 


Kroadcast Warnings 


The Pyongyang broadcast late 


Thursday night went on to warn 
that "we cannot remain compla- 
cent" and to charge South Korean 
President 
Syngman 
Rhee 
with 


"one last, desperate effort to block 
the armistice." 


It said that "if the United. States 


refuses to take action against these 
truce obstruction actions of South 
Korea, there is no telling when 
another untoward incident might 
break out again." 


However, 
the Pyongyang an- 


nouncer declared,' "It appears that 
preparations for a truce signing 
have been virtually completed.•"• 


Authoritative Allied sources in

Both fresh and frozen liver are 


abundant. Fresh liver is quite per- 
ishable and should be kept, loosely 
wrapped, in the coldest part of th« 
refrigerator.

Frozen liver, 
on the other hand, will keep safe- 
ly for six to seven months In a 
freezer.

Minister Churchill and his col- 
leagues, on the basis of their own 
information from Moscow, would 
not be surprised if changes even 
more dramatic than the purging 
of Lavrenty P. Beria take place 
in th« Russian hierarchy, and with- 
in th« foreseeable future.

ing Prime Minister R. A. Butler's 
*ta.temenu to parliament Wednes- 
day. 


Butler Gives Views 


Opening a foreign affairs debate 


in the house of commons, Butler 
explained the Western Allies had 
proposed a Big Four foreign min- 
isters meeting on Germany and 
Austria even though they "might 
await further and perhaps even 
more, sensational events behind the 
Iron Curtain, and above all wait 
to *ee who are likely to remain 


the real repositories of power in 
Moscow with whom we will have 
to negotiate." 


Within the context of this think- 


ing, British officials today pon- 
dered the meaning of: 


1. The apparent failure of three 


high leaders of the Red army to 
attend an important meeting of 
Russian military men in Moscow 
last week. 


2. The sudden eight-day post- 


ponement of the meeting of the 
Soviet Union's parliament, the Su- 
preme Soviet, which had been set 
last week for July 28 and now has 
been put off to Aug. 3. 


The Moscow meeting of the Red 


army bosses was called to hear 
denunciations of Beria, the deposed 
police chief formerly considered 
No. 2 man to Malenkov.

British officials noted that the 


absentees included one of the two 
deputy ministers of defense. Mar- 
shal Alexander M. Vasilevsky (the 
other deputy. Marshal Georgi Zhu- 
kov, spoke at the meeting): Mar- 
shal Ivan S. Konev, before Stalin's 


death commander of Soviet ground 
forc«f and an honor guard at Stal- 
in's bier, and veteran Gen. Sergei 
Shtemenko, a former army chief of 
staff. 


Many officials here believe their 


absence from the Moscow meeting 
may mean they are also in dis- 
grace. 


According to these informants, 


the postponement of the Russian 
parliamentary session may mean 
the Soviet purge launched with 
Beria'* dismissal is not yet com- 
plete. One of the purposes of the 
session, it is believed generally, 
will be to confirm the action by 
the government and the Commu- 
nist party against Beria and;his 
cronies.

did. On the contrary, the twitter- 
bugs, Joseph and Stewart, have 
been not at all forward about their 
kinship since they set up in the 
H-T's propaganda service as Re- 
publicans.

NEW YORK W- The cost of 


eating is up again. The cost of 
living is likely to push still higher 
this month and next. The purchas- 
ing power of the dollar—wh i c h 
rallied 
for a 
time -is 
slipping 


again. 


The government's official incus 


uring stick for nil this—the ton 
sumer price index of the Hiueau 
of Labor Statistics—set a record 
high in mid-June, pushing thiough 
the previous record high set «. year 
ago and touched again at election 
time. 


Still Climbing 


The index measures what was 


happening to your pocketbook six 
weeks ago. Since then meat prices 
have gone up. The price of gaso- 
line has been raised most places. 
Some basic industrial prices have 
gone up, too—steel and various 
chemicals. 


True, the housewife doesn't run 


out to the store to buy a pound of 
steel. But she does buy things 
made of steel and processed 'by 
chemicals. And the cost of making 
these things will be rising. 


Rents continue to rise here and 


there across the nation. Another 
jump may be in store for some 
folk 
living in areas still under 


federal rent controls, which are 
scheduled to be lifted shortly. 


Transit Fares Ui.se 


Getting to and from work is he- 


coming more expensive for lots of 
folk. Transit fares have risen in 
a number of cities, and arc due 
to rise in others. 


Services of 
all kinds—hospital 


and doctor bills, fuel and power- 
continue under the pressure of 
rising costs. 


But this is the time of year that 


commodity prices tend 
to rise. 


Many things going up now are 
likely to slip back in a few months. 


Weather plays a particularly big 


role right now. Drought, for exam 
pie, has hurt the cotton ciop in 
some 
important 
growing aieas. 


This has boosted the price of cot' 
ton. The same drought has sent 
many cattle prematurely to mar 
ket, lowering prices of beef for a 
time.

some of this pressure to sell cat- 
tle, and prices rebounded for a 
time at the stockyards. In other 
places good rains boosted the out- 
look for a bumper corn crop, weak- 
ening these prices. 


The government's cost of living 


index, moreover, doesn't.• necessar- 
ily mirror your own case too ac- 
curately. The index reflects the 
list prices paid for items at the 
store and for rent and services. 
Smart shoppers can do a lot better 
than that.

Boyle Disputes Science in 
Theory of Women's Ulcer 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK — OB — Lady, do 


you have an ulcer? • 


If not, why not? Particularly, If 


you are in the business world, why 
not? Are you letting your own fair 
sex down by refusing to have an 
ulcer? 


Men used to enjoy almost as 


much of a monopoly on ulcers as 
women did on motherhood. 
Not 


any more. In a century that be- 
lieves in fair play for all, modern 
women are no longer denied the 
right to acquire ulcers as well as 
money. 


Some experts believe ulcers are 


becoming increasingly common in 
both men and women. 


But why? 
Are more men getting ulcers as 


a result of the fact they feel in- 
secure because they have to com- 
pete professionally with women? 
Dr. Lawrence7 E. Hinkle, jr., a 
Cornell University medical profes- 
sor, leans to this theory. And. he 
added. "More women have ulcers 
now than when they stayed home 
and let their husbands make' the 
decisions." 


FaJIs Flat 


It seems to me that in this 


theory science stumbles and falls 
flat on its premises. Since when 
did women, merely because they 
stayed home and had babies, le't 
their husbands make the major de- 
cisions? In what distant clime, what 
golden age of mythology, was this 
ever true? 


The art of making up her hus- 


band's mind for him in important 
matters has been woman's most 
sterling virtue in all civilizations. 


But why, then, are both more 


men and women getting ulrers to- 
day? 
Have modern women lost 


the feminine ability to decide? 
Are they adrift, 
confused, and 


muddled, thus dooming themselv- 
es and the weaker male sex that 
leans upon them to an ulcer-ridden 
future? 


Not at all. Not for that reason 


anyway. Her invasion of the male 
business world hasn't 
befuddled 


woman. Nothing about men con- 
fuses a woman. At best it can 
only annoy her—but not enough to 
give her an ulcer. 


Boyle's Theory 


I think one of the real reasons 


for the increase of ulcers lies in 
the spread of a new business cult 
known as "ulcer worship." The ul- 
cer is less an ailment than a 
badge of success, the proof that a 
real go-getter has been ceaseless- 
ly going and getting. 


Ulrer idolatry has reached such 


a point in some fields, notably ad- 
vertising, television and 
movie- 


making, that anyone who works 
five years in these vineyards with- 
out developing an ulcer is regard- 
ed 
suspiciously 
as 
hopelessly 


shiftless, a secret malcontent, or 
a'born showoff. 


This has given rise to the false 


or guilt complex, ulcer. 


"The boss has got a bad ulcer 


and if I don't get one, too. he wil; 
start thinking I'm not doing my 
fair share of worrying," reasons 
this victim. And sure enough, he 
conies down with an ulcer. You 
don't have to stand in line for 
them. They're free. 


But there is a flat rule of thumb 


in such cases, no wise hired hand 
will start bragging he himself ha; 
three. They might give the boss 
the idea your ulcers came from 
worrying how to get his job.

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Robertson 
Had Job to 
Calm Rhee 


It would be incorrect to saj 


that Americans in Moscow, even 
during the greatest moments of 
war-time pal talk, were ever how- 
lingly popular with the Commu- 
nist government. But we were with 
the people and compared to what 
happened later, we led a charm- 
ed life. 


Warm Friendship 


I left an official party at 2:20 


one morning, arm in arm with a 
man who now is a marshal in the 
Soviet Army. With other Russians 
and foreigners from some of the 
embassies, we journeyed to my 
apartment. 


This high military man, once in- 


side my modest place, lit the 
candles, turned down the lights 
and sat down at the piano and 
played until dawn. It all seemed 
not very unusual then. 


You invited Russians to your 


apartment 
and 
some 
of them 


came. Some of them invited you 
to their places. You found your- 
self at real Russian parties that 
must not have changed over the 
years. 
And there were lots of 


Russians about. 


You liked the people and they 


Seemed to like you. 


And there were the Gypsies. 
The best Russian parties, I be- 


lieve, must have Gypsies. At the 
end of the evening. Like cham- 
pagne at the end of the dinner. 


Well, we had them back in those 


days. 


Then—Scandal 


Then one morning, after a very 


fine party, there was a "veliki 
Ukandal." A bad show. An Inci- 
lent. 


A junior member of the Ameri- 


san Embassy (not on the diplo- 
matic list) was taking a Gypsy 
grirl home in a taxi, r. believe. He 
reported she resented his atten- 
tion. She reported, and in the pub- 
lic press, that she resented his 
advances. The paper blamed Amer- 
can boorishness and a lack of re- 
spect for women. 


Then there was the case of an- 


other young American whose au- 
tomobile was rammed from be- 
hind by a Russian car. He got out 
and there was a large argument 
and when the Russian started to 
drive off. the American smashed 
in one of his side windows. 


These were signs of the times. 
The cold wind blew colder. Tvo 


Gypsies at parties. Very few Rus- 
sians at parties. Then no Russians 
at all at parties. Then no Russian 
friends. 


Travel Restricted 


Travel restrictions were clamp- 


td on all foreigners. 


As the wife of a former Ameri- 


can ambassador, Admiral Alan G. 
Kirk, so aptly put it—all the for- 


eigners were thrown up on a raft 
together. 


Some couldn't stand it. 
One day a young attache at the 


embassy told the ambassador: 


"They almost got me last night. 


They tried to push me out of the 
window." 


In a few days he was on his 


way home. 


A Norwegian shot himself one. 


night. A young man from the 
British embassy ran amok 'in the 
Metropole hotel's dining room. He 
broke four chairs over various 
Russians, upset two table*, smash- 
ed dishes and got thrown'into jail. 
This thing that the Soviet authori- 
ties had brought on—this complete 
isolation of the. foreigners—natur- 
ally created 
resentment 
among 


certain foreigners. 


Could B« Rude 


To the few Russians they had 


contact with, servants mostly, they 
could be very rude at times. And 
often in the presence of my wife 
(a Russian) we'd hear the phrase 
"these damn Russians." Or worse. 
But these were the exceptions. 
Most foreigners treated their serv- 
ants with kindness no matter how 
cold the war got. And they were 
wonderful to my wife and the Rus- 
sian wives of other 
foreigners. 


They were Soviet citizens, yet So- 
viet citizens'seldom, if ever, came 
to their apartments. A uniformed 
policeman stood by the front door 
of my apartment house, 24 hours 
a day, no matter the weather. 


Even if any Russian had wanted 


.o. he would have been turned 
away by the fellow in uniform, be- 
'ore he completed his visit to our 
apartment.

Heads Mission 


He had been head of the U. S. 


lend-lease mission to Australia in 
1943 and 1945. In 19*5 and 1946, he 
had worked for the State depart- 
ment in China where he got to 
know intimately both Chiang Kai- 
Shek and his Nationalist govern- 
ment, and the leading Chinese 
Communists 
who were out 
to 


wreck Chiang. 


He was part of the special mis- 


sion, headed by Gen. George Mar- 
shall, which tried to get Chiang 
and the Communists to live up to 
a truce. Robertson illustrated fore- 
sight later, in 1948, when he testi- 
fied before a house committee on 
postwar foreign aid . 


Chiang he described as a patri- 


ot, and he urged congress to give 
him all-out aid. 


Otherwise, he said, the Commu- 


nists would take China, which they 
did despite some U. S. help for 
Chiang. 


At the time Robertson went to 


Korea, Rhee had whipped himself 
and his people into a lather, threat- 
ening to fight the Chinese single- 
handed. 


Calls Him Patriot 


Robertson does not look upon 


Rhee as an eccentric. He considers 
him, as he considers Chiang a 
great patriot, a man dedicated to 
his country. 


When he had apparently con- 


vinced Rhee his best course was to 
go along with the United States 
the two men signed an agreement, 
which has never been made public 
was Wr°U-* J°int statement- wh'<* 


The statement was so vaguely 


worded it must have been Sen* 
tional, perhaps to avoid for Rhee 
anything which might appear as 
capitulation to the United States

New Way to Fix Iced Tea Cong 


TALL COOL GLASSES OF ICED TEA imke a refreshinr way (•

Being an iced tea enthusiast my- 


self, I recommend it as one of the 
best coolers yet devised by hot 
and thirsty man. 


The Tea Council, experts in 


such matters, recommends a new 
way of making iced tea. The quan- 
tity produced is 2 quarts. It's call- 
ed the open saucepan method. 


How to Make Tea 


You simply bring to a full roll- 


Ins: boil l quart of water in a 
saucepan. Remove from heat. Im- 
mediately add 6 tablespoons tea. 
Allow to brew 3 to 5 minutes, dc-" 
pending on the strength of tea you 
like. Stir. Strain into a pitcher or 
container holding; 1 quart of cold 
water. 


With this new method, it it not 


necessary to refrigerate the bev- 
erage. If you prefer to keep it 
chill, though, you will note that 
it is apt to cloud. Clouding does 
not affect the flavor of tea, but 
can be cleared by adding just 
enough boiling water to restore Its 
crystal-clear quality. To serve — 
place 2 to 3 ice cubes in a glass, 
fill with tea, add sugar and lemon 
to taste. 


Novel Serving
